If so. he was much mistaken. I saw air 
used for cleaninsf years airo. If I niini- 
bere^l my yt-ars \)\ centiiries insteail 
of Pcor*>s, I think I iiiiirht have seen 
it at my birth just the same. 

"Thf older metiiof] i.< primitive, of 
course. While the iip-tivdate system 
carries the air from a central station 
to the point of use, tlie original \\:i v is 
1o press it on the spot. It is less dan- 
gerous. I first saw air used for the 
next to godly purposes years ago dow n 
in Mexico. A crowd of women were 
scattered along the banks of s stream. 
They knelt by flat stones at the edge 
of th« wetter. By the side of each wom- 
an was the pile of garments to be 
washed. Kath article had been thor- 
oughly <v)vered with soap from the 
Koapwee<L Xature i.s generous down 
there and grows the article. 

"The women took the ^'.irments one 
by one aivi spread them out on the flat 
stones. Then they flirted and twisted 
and rubbeid them to take the dirt out. 
Perhaps 3100 imagine that they nsed 
the stone as a sembbing board. Not 
at all. Mexicaji matrons don't like to 
patch and miendior to make new clothes 
any bet ter than tliose north of the bor- 
der. 

"The Wiw^ht rs took the weil-soaped 
parments and flimar them over the 
stone with a flirt whii li eanirht air un- 
derneath and pirffed them up. This 
motion is .similar to that of the spoon 
as the coak beats up the white of efrcr 
to make it light. The air cauffht in the 
wet cloth was kneaded out as the baker 
kneads the doagh. It carried with it 
the dirt. The act was repeated again 
and again until the- garment was white. 
The wear wasn't greater than on a mod- 
ern serubbang^ board, and the results 
are as srood. T know, because 1 have 
worn shirts \vashe*J in that way. And 
thi.s style ol using adr to clean was an 
old story» they tell me, when Nero 
ruled."

IL* miles 
iiwuy, he must go there every five days 
during the hot summer and Icnock his 
bead to her. During his whole reign 
ahe has compelled erery -olBeial ap- 
pointed to Ticeroyalties to thank her 
at the same time with the emperor. 
She is the greatest tyrant in the world 
and the strong^at female duuraeter o« 
any throne, says Prof. L T. Headland, 
in .Xinslee's.

It was formerly sup- 
posed that ahe waa for reform, aad ao 
she might have been had not been 
compelled to pat herself behind the 
conservative party when she deposed 
Kwang Hsu. She is extravagant be- 
yond expression. Her si.xtieth birth- 
day fell during the Japanese-Chinese 
war. To celebrate it she had a stone 
road built to the summer palace, while 
the pnblie road to Fungehou was in a 
dilapidated condition. When ."iO.ooo.oOO 
jtaela were raised for the construction 
fit railways, it is said, she used a large 
part of tlbe money in the decoration of 
#he inperlidgaRUma, atopping the rail- 
way at 8haahaika ap inatead of at 
Mookdeii, mimoriUmt the jiniginai 
plans.
